In order to generate student interest in the FLA program, the teacher 
must provide varied, organized lesson plans. To clarify the nature of 


_the instructional objectives, we have included a variety of classroon 


activities. It is our hope that the teacher will be flexible enough 
to adapt these plans to (his/her) classes, taking into account individ- 
ual student differences. 


While a well-organized lesson plan will go a long way toward establishing 
good classroom discipline, it is important that the teacher have a routin- 
ized classroom approach. We emphasize a minimum of: xreguletions with 
maximum enforcement, a process of. controlling student activities, and a 
sincere effort to understand our "new" foreign language student. 


The FLA progrem may require a complete change of ‘teacher philosophy with 
respect to implementation of the curriculum and evaluati:n. of the student. 
For the "new" student, the primary concern is exposure to learning activ- 
ities and not necessarily mastery. The curriculum: itself should be more 
flexible and tailored to class needs. Teachers are a te evaluate 
students on their SUCCEBBESy not their fajlures. 


In conclusion, a successful FLA program is ccekingent ‘upon a sadicecuenigadl _ 
approach, positive self-concepts, and enthusiastic teacher attitude. —
